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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-22, drawn to a method of detecting a fungal species in a sample, classified 
in class 435, subclass 91.2. If this Group is elected, the group is subject to further 
species requirement. 

II. Claims 23-26, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

III. Claims 27-36, drawn to a kit, classified in class 536, subclass 24.3. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product 
as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the 
instant case the polynucleotide of Group II can be employed to identify related fungal species and 
not necessarily to detect fungal species relating to jejunal hemorrhage. In addition, the method of 
Group I to its full extent of the claimed scope requires additional primers which are not present in 
Group II, resulting searches which would not be coextensive in scope. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions have different 
structures. The kit of Group III requires primers which are present in the nucleic acid of Group II 
and thus are different with searches which are clearly not coextensive in scope. 
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Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product 
as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the 
instant case the primers of Group III can be employed to isolate related fungal species. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Additional Restriction Applicable to Groups I- III 

In addition, Groups I and III detailed above reads on patentably distinct sequences. 
Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are unrelated sequences, and a further 
restriction is applied to each Group. For an elected Group, Applicants must further elect a 
single nucleotide sequence from claims 1, 13, 16, 19, 27, and 33; and a single nucleotide 
sequence from claims 2, 14, 17, 20, 28, and 34. 

For Group II, Applicants must further elect a single nucleotide sequence. 

Examination will be restricted to only the elected sequences. 

A fully responsive communication will contain both a proper election of a group, and the 
required SEQ ID Number (s). 

A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement due to the complex nature of the requirement (MPEP § 812.01). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distincdy and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as 
an election without traverse.

In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C.103(a) of the other invention.
